AGRICULTURAL interests for the 

next two weeks will center mainly 
in the State fair. With many far- 
mers the fair. is simply a great 
holiday recreation, giving them 
the opportunity to break away 
from the dull routine of the farm 
and see about them, and see their 
friends and acquaintances who live 
at a distance, and in general have u 
good time. There is, however, 
every year an increasing number. 
who, whilst not forgetting the rec- 
reation,combine with it hard study. 
They regard the fair asa great 
school in which they can study the 
animal forms, and by comparing 
this breed with that, and this herd 
with that, and this individual with 
that in each herd, form both an 
ideal type which they aim to real- 
ize in their own herd, and settle 
down on lines of breeding and 
methods of feeding that will enable 
them to realize that ideal. The 
fair isa good place to get rid of 
“pedigree craze.’’ Constant asso- 
ciation with breeders fora year and 
listening to their talk about clean 
pedigrees,” and rich breeding,“ 
and all that, gets the mind a little 
off balance, or rather causes the 
young breeder to attach too much 
importance to some strains and too 
little to others. At the Fair get as 
close as you can to the ring, and 
notice the decision of the expert, 
and then go round and see what 
is the breeding of the animals that 
have borne off the _ ribbons, 
The Fair will give a fine opportu- 
nity for studying the essential dif- 
ference between the milk breeds 
and beef breeds, a difference not 
merely in form but in tempera- 
‘ment. The form is clear to the 
most careless observer, the temper- 
ament only on study. Notice the 
light foreshoulders on all the milk- 
ers, whether Jersey or Holstein; 
notite also the heavy foreshoulders 
of the Galloways, Polled Angus, 
the Herefords, and beef Short- 
horns. Then notice the wide pel- 
vis, the high-reaching and forward- 
reaching udders of the milkers of 
all breeds, and the lack of this in 
the beefers. This is but one of the 
thousand things to be learned at 
the Fair. The same lines of inves- 
tigation may be pursued in the 
line of horses, of hogs, of sheep, of 
grain and fruits. The State Fair is 
a great object lesson, kindergarten 
and college and university all in 
one, to the man who has “eyes to 
see, and ears to hear.“ Thbere- 
fore, come to the Fair, but don’t 
try to see everything. Make up 
your mind first what you will study, 
and then resolutely study that and 
nothing else. 


Some time ago we said that be- 
fore Falr week there should be an 
organization of Reno’s business cit- 
izens. We said as much that in 
case of the failure of others to do so 
we would take the initiative. For 
assuming so much we were styled 
as tenderfeet, baving, it was al- 
leged, lived but two months in 
Reno.

The Doomed Chicago Anarchists 
Decline to Talk. 


THE YACHTING FIASCO. 


They Make Another Fruitless 
Effort to Start To-day. 


er PESPASOR ES TO THE GAZETTE) 


A Brilliant Pageant. 

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 15.—The last 
centennial of the events of the revolu- 
tionary times began this morning, 
and a heavy load was lifted from the 
hearts of many who have been for 
months looking forward to to-day, 
when the greatest epoch in the history 
of the last century should be cele- 
brated in Philadelphia, and her hun- 
dreds of thousands of guests appeared 


on the streets early in their holiday 
garb, light-hearted and all toward the 
single object of making the celebra- 
tion a fitting one. The streets pre- 
sented an appearance lovely in the 
extreme. In all directions as far as 
the eye could see, was a mass of bunt- 
ing and decorations. Many of the 
newspaper offices and public build- 
ings madealavish display, the deco- 
rators having worked early and late 
to complete their work in time. 
At daybreak this morning they were 
still putting the gy touches on 
their work, which n delayed 
more or less by + agen weather, Every 
arrangement had been made by those 
in charge, und the day was one of the 
most eventfully interesting in the his- 
tory of the civilized world. The mon- 
ster civic and iudustrial pageant star- 
ted from Broad and Dauphin streets 
soon after 10 o’clock, and marched to 
0 and Moore streets, a distance of 
five miles, and then counter 
‘hea to the starting point, passing 
* — one continuous line of obser- 
vation. 

The procession was intended to il- 
lustrate the advancement of industrial 
arts and sciences during the past cen- 
tury, and it is believed to have 
eclipsed anything of the kind ever 
known, There were ia line 300 floats, 
each bearinga representation: of some 
particular branch of industry; 12,000 
men, 3,000 horses, and 150 bands of 
music. 

The honor of leading the first divis- 
ion was given to the Patriotic Order of 
the Sons of America, who presented a 
beautiful display, headed by a richly 
decorated wagon bearing banners with 
mottoes emblematic of the order. 

The scene at the grand reviewing 
stand, situated opposite the Union 
League Club house, on Broad street, 
just below Sansom, was a grand one. 
As the different Governors passed up 
or down Broad street, and were recog- 
nized, they received round after round 
of cheers and ladies and children 
joined in the greeting by waving hats, 
handkerchiefs aud parasols. 

The Vonstitution Central Commis- 
sion was officially represented on the 
grand stand by Hon. John A. Kasson, 
President, and four other officers, who 
occupied seats in front. The central 
position of the stand was reserved for 
the Governors of State with their staffs. 
On this stand were also Senators and 
Representatives in Congress, many of 
whom were present. The Commis- 
sioners of the various States and the 
Territories, thirty-three in all, the 
Diplomatic Corps, the foreign consuls 
and specially invited guests of the 
Commission occupied posts of distin- 
guished visitors.

The calf crop of 
this year has been a failure, and 
the beef for our market will be de- 
creasing reg for about three 
years. While the beef supply is 
decreasing, the consumption will 
be increasing on account of our in- 
creasing population, which, as we 
all know, is steadily reaching larger 
numbers. It takes very little rea- 
soning to see that if the supply de- 
creases and the demand increases, 
the price must advance. A small 
herd held over now with proper 
management, will surely be pro- 
ductive of handsome protits, All 
that is necessary is courage suf- 
ficient to wait or pull through un- 
til the buyers are the more anxious 
parties. Do not unload your cat- 
tle at asacrifice at this time, but 
unload when the buyers are in 
competition with each other which 
can, at the farthest, only be post- 
poned two years. Those of our 
cattlemen who can draw upon their 
resources sufficiently to hang onto 
their cattle for two or three years, 


are bound to make a little fortune. 4 


The best advice at this moment is 
for the cattlemen to stay with their 
investment.

sheep as Weed Destroyers. 

A breeder of sheep who has 
given them a trial as weeders, 
gives the result of his experience 
as follows: “It is my practice to 
turn sheep into the potato field,for 


the purpose of eating down the 


weeds. The sheep will not touch 
the potato vine. This pasturage 
with sheep is advantageous, when 


the crop isa late planted one, so 
that the hoeing can not be com- 
leted until after the haying or 
harvesting is finished. At the 
growing season it is the farmer’s 
aim to keep down the grass and 
weeds so that they may be covered 
by the cultivator and hoe, when 
these are used. Pasturing with 
sheep will attain this object. Early 
planted - Papel the cultivation of 
which is completed in Aa early 
part of the Summer, frequently 
become grassy and weedy before 
the time of digging, when the size 
of the tops 1 cultivation. 
In this stage the sheep are econom- 
‘ical weeders. It is hardly neces- 
sary to mention that the feed thus 
given to the shéep makes a double 

rofit, inasmuch as it costs abso- 

utely nothing, while labor is saved 
and weeds prevented from going 
to seed.
